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KONIGSBERG. 


Many a Continental city of noisier celebrity and of far greater- 


pretensions would less adequately compensate the stranger for 
the toil and fatigue he encounters in reaching it than Kénigsberg, 
even in its every-day guise, Its historical associations, stretching 
back upwards of six centuries, are richly coloured with striking 
incidents ; and almost every street and public building quaintly 
tells a tale thoroughly characteristic of some bygone age. An 
intelligent tourist can scarcely thread its narrow streets, or look 
round its squares, or gaze upon its palace, or float down the river 
which bisects the city, without descrying many an object 
interesting either for its own sake or for the sake of some 
romantic event of which it remains a picturesque memorial, It 
is a place in which the archwologist may revel, and in which 
all the instincts of the historian may find ample and varied 
matter of gratification, 

Kénigsberg, however, has recently attracted the attention of 





Europe as the selected scene of the most imposing of regal 
solemnities, The coronation of King William of Prussia, on the 
spot where six hundred yearsago the Teuton Knights foundedtheir 
stronghold as an advanced post from which to wage war against 
the surrounding heathen—the pomp and magnificence with 
which the act was performed—the festivities by which the cere- 
monial was accompanied—and the immense concourse of strangers 
gathered from all parts of the world to witness the gorgeous 
spectacle—have raised this little city, for the time being, into 
European importance, and have even eclipsed the jubilee cele- 
brated there in 1855, It is no part of our present purpose to 
describe this solemnity. Such scenes address themselves rather 
to the eye than to the ear. Word-painting, even the most vivid, 
can but dimly set forth the splendours of a Royal procession, a 
cathedral service, a grand banquet, a general illumination, or a 
pyrotechnic display, But the fact of which these are the out- 
ward trappings is as worthy of the pen as they are of the pencil, 
and suggests thoughts as well fitted to impress themselves upon 
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the mind as are the visible glories of the scene to impress them- 
selves upon the senses, 

The deep interest taken by almost all people, cultivated and 
uncultivated alike, in whatever pertains to. Royalty is one of 
those phenomena of our nature which nothing upon the surface 
of it will satisfactorily account for, The “divinity which 
hedges round a King” does not belong to himself, Out of our 
own sentiments emanates the glory with which, to our view, he 
is surrounded, Monarchy could never have obtained the hold 
it has done upon mankind but that it finds something within us 
ready to respond to its claims, Men have not yet reached that 
perfect development of their nature in which their sentiment of 
veneration can be wholly absorbed by supernal things, and most 
of them require on earth some embodiment of their own ideal 
of power and worth to which they may do homage, Patriotism 
is usually cold and passionless when, as in America, it is 
divorced from personal loyalty, Happy, therefore, is that 
people who can give the most enthusiastic expressions of 
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attachment and fidelity to their hereditary Sovereign with- 
out trenching upon their self-respect on the one hand and 
without endangering their own liberties on the other. Our 
own experience as a nation has been amply confirmed by what 
is now occurring in the Western Hemisphere, that peoples are 
the better, not the worse, for putting kingly authority out of 
the category of prizes to which politicians may lawfully 
aspire, and for which they may periodically contend, An 
hereditary throne, besides preventing the dangerous excitement 
which must be expected to grow out of a contest for the 
chief magistracy and repressing the inordinate ambition of 
statesmen, awakens and keeps alive that strong feeling of 
loyalty which, like a girdle, binds all other polifical virtues to 
their proper place and gives an abiding unity to the body 
politic, Intelligent men will have witnessed the august cere- 
monial of which Kénigsberg was last week the centre with 
none the Jess confidence because he who put on the Royal 
crown derived his claim to it from an orderly succession. 

It is deeply to be regretted that King William of Prussia 
utterly misconceives the basis upon which regal authority ulti- 
mately rests, and that, in haughty defiance of the reason of the 
age, he should have deémed it necessary or becoming to 
enunciate in his own behalf the obsolete doctrine of “ divine 
right,” The family of the Hohenzollern is not so ancient, nor 
have their possessions come to them, in all cases, by so clear a 
warrant, as to entitle him to preface his formal assumption of 
the ancestral sceptre with the declaration, “The rulers of 
Prussia receive their crown from God. To-morrow, therefore, 
I shall take the crown from the Lord’s table, and place it on 
my head, This is the meaning of the expression “ King by the 
grace of God,’ and therein lies the sanctity of the crown, which 
is inviolable.” We are willing to suppose that this is rather the 
statement of a theory than the breathing forth of a spirit, and 
that it would be safer to infer from it that the Prussian 
Monarch is a pedant than that he intends to play the 
tyrant. Even on this supposition, however, the gratuitous 
ntterance of such a sentiment on such an occasion is not a 
pleasing augury. It compels us Englishmen to revert in 
memory to our own James I, and to the terrible struggles to 
which his incessant and inopportune assertion of Royal rights 
proved but a mocking frontispiece. King William is a soldier, 
and deems it the dictate of martial gallantry, it may be, frankly 
and in all simplicity to show his people what are his real 
thoughts, But it tells more against him than his best friends 
could have wished that thoughts of this character find enter- 
tainment in his bosom. The fact indicates something more 
It is a weed which shows the poverty of 
the soil on which it grows. It can only have sprung out of a 
weak, vain, dogmatic, and obstinate mind, It is grievous at this 
time of day to witness such an aberration from the sobriety of 
reason in one destined to fill so high a position and to discharge 
such responsible duties, and we feel inclined to shudder, as we 
should do at seeing a full-grown man pleasing himself with the 
coral and bell of an infant, 

Were anything needed to give additional uncomeliness to this 
childish speech it would be found in the special circumstances 
which preceded it. William of Prussia had only a few days 
previously been entertained as a guest by the Emperor Napoleon, 
The ablest and the subtlest Sovereign in Europe had just sought 
and had an opportunity of comparing notes with the Prussian 
Ruler on pending matters of European policy. One may fancy 
the contempt which that strong mind would feel for the Royal 
pedant who could himself accept as true, and who, in the very 
moment of mounting the steps of his throne, could pause to 
enforce on others, the doctrine of the “divine right” of the 
house of Hohenzollern. It was generally supposed that Prussia 
was in a state of transition from the maxims of absolatism 
to those of constitutional monarchy, and it was hoped 
that the persuasive influence of the Emperor ofthe French 
might draw over the convictions and sympathies of the Prussian 
King to a system of European policy which, if it were but 
realised, would be a better guarantee than armies and navies 
for the establishment of permanent peace. Whether the 
Emperor fathomed the mind of his guest before he left 
Compiégne will probably remain to the world a matter of 
doubt ; but it is pitiable that the first public utterance of the 
King, after taking farewell of his host, should have been of 
such a character as to reveal the shallowness of his political 
philosophy. One can understand now how impossible it was 
that two such men should agree in their conclusions, and how 
useless Napoleon, the man of the future, must look upon any 
further attempt to harmonise his system of European policy 
with that of William, the man of the past. If the destiny of 
States depended solely upon the will of their Sovereigns, Austria, 
and even Russia, might seem to have before them a brighter 
future than the kingdom of Prussia. 

Every age of the world has its own idiosyncrasy, This has ; 
and a truly intelligent ruler can hardly fail to diseern it. There 
is a twofold tendency everywhere apparent, at least in Europe ; 
the one affecting the internal condition of States, the other 
their external relationships, The events of the times are at 
once iJustration and proof of something like a universal impulse 
towards eelf-government, There is hardly a nation in Europe 
which is not more or less visibly swayed by the movement, It 
is not an outburst of violence, it is not an ebullition of passion, 
it is not an electric flash darting from people to people ; it is the 
quiet and irrepressible elevation of the settled convictions of the 
age above the fluctuating opinions beneath which they were 
formed and hidden, resembling the rising of coralline reefs from 
the sea—a natural process which no human power can prevent, 
And simultaneously, and side by side with this internal 
tendency, the eye of the statesman may observe another, 
scarcely less important, scarcely less irresistible — we 
mean the disposition of peoples to group themselves anew, 
not according to diplomatic convenience, or to answer 
the purposes of dynastic ambition, but according to the 


deplorable than itself, 





affinities of race, language, or religion, and to subserve the 
broadest purposes of public well-being. If we may so say, 
these two feelings are just now the dominant ones in the nations 
of Europe. We are afraid that King William of Prussia has 
failed to detect the existence of either of them. Looking from 
the stand-point of his “ Divine-right” principle, his back is 
turned upon both of them, He cannot catch a glipse of them 
without shifting his own position. We are heartily sorry for 
it. Weare quite certain that the double wave will advance 
irrespectively of his puerile expositions of political right and 
duty, and that by attempting to command them back he can 
serve no end but that of placing in peril the inheritance which 
he has received, He may rely upon it that the voice from 
Kénigsberg will ring again and again in the ears of his subjects, 
and that, with all their dreaminess and docility, the Prussian 
Chambers of Legislature are not likely soon to forget those 
words which immediately followed the King’s assumption of 
indefeasible right, “You will advise me, and I will listen to 
your advice,” 

The scene at Kénigsberg strikes us as the opening of a new 
political drama, in which is laid down the theme upon which 
the plot will turn, If so, there is reason to fear that it may 
develop into tragedy, the last scene of which may be laid 
beyond the confines of Prussia, Perhaps, however, this is too 
serious a view to take of the Royal anachronism, The Court of 
Berlin has not, during the last half century, displayed much 
decision and vigour in showing its faith by its works, It has 
dealt more in propositions than in deeds. Perhaps it may be so 
in the present instance, and the King will content himself 
with expounding his theory without acting upon it. His truest 
friends will, no doubt, wish, and his wisest counsellors will 
strenuously urge, that such may be the case, The blaze 
of coloured fire which flings so lurid a light across the darkness 
of the political werld is just one of those meteoric appearances 
that all sensible onlookers desire may end in smoke. It would 
not be a dignified consummation, we must admit ; but, on the 
whole, it is much to be preferred for its safety. It will never 
do for humdrum to set itself up against the current of the 
world’s ‘convictions, because it will simply float down the stream 
and be humdrum to the end of its course. The Sovereign who 
aims to push the world back to positions which it has long since 
quitted may be a very conscientious or a very ambitious man ; 
but he is no genius, He will be, perhaps, an inconvenient 
obstruction; but he will hardly, even though crowned at 
Kénigsherg, leave his mark upon the age upon which his lot is 
thrown, 








FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS, 
FRANCE, 

The King of Holland took leave of the Emperor of the French on 

Saturday, and proceeded to Liege, where he had an interview with King 
ld of Belgium, 

ne French revenue appears to be still buoyant. The returns for 
the nine months of the year which are past show an increase of six 
millions over those of the same period for 1860. The chief augmeata- 
tions are in the items of wines and spirituous liquors and tobacco, The 
latter article has yielded to the Government in the course of nine 
months no less a revenue than 160,000,000f., or £6,400,000. The 
importations of cereals and flour for the first nine months of 1861 are 
nearly six millions of metric quintals against less than four hundred 
thousand in 1860, 

The Moniteur publishes a circular addressed by Count Persigny to 
Prefects of Departments, explaining the necessity of bringing charitable 
societiesestablished without the formal sanction of the Government under 
the operation of the law. He particularly alludes to the local societies 
of St. Vincent de Paul (the great Catholic organisation now perverted 
to — purposes)} and condemns them for not allowing the prin- 
ciple of election to regulate the choice of dignitaries, as if they 
wish to make them serve as the tool of an idea foreign to charity. The 
committee, he says, cannot approve of the constitution of the superior 
council of the society at Paris, which is not appointed by the local 
societies, but fills up its ranks by its own authority. Count Persigny 
then instructs the Prefects to authorise the societies according to the 
legal forms, and to ascertain if they wish to have a central representa- 
tion in Paris, The votes of these societies, it is added, are to be 
forwarded to the Minister of the Interior, and the Emperor will 
determine upon the bases and principles of such central representation, 
and until this is done the Prefects will prohibit the sittings of any 
ope central or provincial council, and will order their dissolution. 

The Revue 
des Deux Mondes, the Courrier des Alpes, and the Journal de Rennes, 
besides the France Centrale of Blois, mentioned in our last Num ber, 
have received a first warning. 

ITALY.

RUSSIA AND POLAND, 

Letters from St. Petersburg re nt that the excitement caused by 
the closing and dissolution of the University is far from subsiding. 
Detachments of troops and gendarmes have dispersed assemblages of 
the students, whose conduct has ly been orderly. The citizens 
seem to sympathise with the students, and it is noteworthy that their 
sympathy appears to be shared by some military officers and cadets, 

ere is likewise an ominous statement that means have been found to 
deliver to the non-commissioned officers of the regiments quartered in 
the capital a circular letter telling them that the army ought to sym- 
pathise with the University, and that those who wish to injure the 
students are the enemies of Russia. 

It is stated that the Emperor has closed the Universities of Moscow 
and Kazan, 

Direct accounts from Warsaw confirm the statements made in 
Berlin and Cracow telegrams respecting the severity with which the 
Russian authorities punished the persons who took in the demon- 
stration made on Tuesday week in memory of Koaciusko’s final defeat. 
In spite of the prohibitions of the police, the shops were closed 
throughout the city, numerous congregations assembled in the churches, 
and the streets were thronged. Parties of Cossacks cleared the streets 
by charging the people, and beating all whom they overtook with the 
flats of their swords and the staves of their lances. The churches 
were surrounded by soldiers, who arrested every man that came out; 
and, as most of the persons in the con; ions ccnsequently refused 
to leave the churches, detachments of soldiery entered and carried off 
to prison all the men and lads whom they found. Those prisoners who 
were too old, too young, or too infirm for military service were sub- 
sequently released ; but the others, some 2000 in number, are expected 
to be dranghted into regiments quartered in distant provinces of the 
Russian empire, About 500 tradesmen were afterwards fined about 
fifteen guineas each for the offence of closing their shops, Since 
Tuesday week the churches have been closed by order of the ecclesiastical 
authorities ; and now, according to a Cracow telegram, the people gather 
round the church doors to pray. Arrests, of course, continue to be 
made; and among the persons arrested are a son of Count Zamoyski 
and many principal inhabitants of the city. 

According to the latest accounts the agitation is increasing in 
Warsaw, and the authorities have taken still more rigorous measures 
for the maintenance of order, The Government’s recent proclama- 
tion forbids boys to be “lounging and idling about the streets ;” 
orders that students and collegians do not leave their homes without 
necessity, or frequent places of public resort. Manufacturers who have 
workmen or apprentices must not let them go out without good caase, 
and under no pretext after nine at night,

WE have news from America, but it is not very trustworthy as 
regards details. It would seem, however, that the South has 
made an attempt to recover Fort Hatteras, and that such attempt 
has been unsuccessful. The telegrams that announce the sink- 
ing of three of the Confederate steamers and the destruction of 
seven hundred men must be received with caution—indeed, the 
number of soldiers who have been slain—on paper—since the 
war began would make a great army, and we shall never know 
what quantity of commiseration to offer until the next Census 
is taken, General M‘Clellan is said to be now “ ready,” and, 
therefore, large and various operations may be heard of very 
soon. The Southerns take no pains to keep the Old World aware 
of their real position and prospects, and therefore must not 
complain that we take all our impressions on the subject from 
their enemy : it is rational, however, to make liberal deduc- 
tion from Northern accounts, We have been amused, and 
probably our cousins on both sides of the Potomac will be 
equally diverted, with an offer of mediation which has 
been put forth. Mr. Smith O’Brien, a returned convict, who 
was exported for a ridiculous treason, in which he be- 
haved with more pradence than valour, and which was 
terminated by his being found hiding, like an overgrown slug, 
among the cabbages in a cottage garden, has undertaken to go 
over to America and adjust the differences between the North 
and South. When his proposal shall be accepted we shall, no 
doubt, be officially informed of the fact. An almost equally

The petty spitefulness of some American who has been dis- 
pleased with Mr, William Russell's letters induced the former to 
watch the Englishman’s movements, and was rewarded by 
detecting Mr, Russell, a keen sportsman, in a violation of a 
little local ordinance. An information was laid, and the 
magistrates had no alternative—a fine was imposed; and the 
Americans in court showed their sense of the meanness of the 
motives which dictated the prosecution by instantly offering to 
unite in paying the fine. They may be quite sure that 
Englishmen, if they remember the first part of the affair, will 
do so only for the sake of the pleasure of remembering the 
second. 

Are the old days of the Interdicts returning? The questioa 
is not an idle one, The conduct of the military autho- 
rities in Russian Poland, their surrounding the churches 
and keeping the worshippers prisoners, and afterwards beating 
them out with the butt ends of muskets, have driven the 
ecclesiastical authorities to a measure which must have a most 
painful effect on the population. The churches in Warsaw have 
been closed, and the public offices of religion are no longer to be 
performed, The responsibility is cast upon the Government, 
which sullenly replies that it sees no reason for the act of the 
Church. An Englishman scarcely realises the effect of such a 
step; yet, were Dr, Tait to announce to London that in con- 
sequence of outrages by the Horse Guards he had inhibited the 
metropolitan clergy from officiating in the desecrated places of 
worship, the beginning of the end would surely be held to have 
come, Something is hoped from the moderation of the Emperor, 
who is said to be about to come upon the scene ; yet, from recent 
proceedings in St. Petersburg, where the University has been 
closed from fear of the spread of liberal opinions among the 
students, it is not permitted to place much confidence in the 
results of his Majesty's interference. 

We were all, it seems, too ready to believe that “ not Amurath 
an Amurath succeeds” in Turkey. We were happy to be 
informed that the new Padishah was a convert to monogamy, 
and we were quite tuuched with a pretty story about his return- 
ing the present that had been made to him in the form of a 
beautiful Circassian lady, with the remark that he had one wife, 
loved her, and needed no other. All romance. His new 
Sultanship has been making large additions to an already well- 
stocked serail, and in particular has put eight new wives on the 
palace books, with salaries indicating that he entertains a very 
high opinion of them. It is also stated that he has not dismissed 
any of the ladies of the late Sultan's seraglio, and that altogethes 
the families of the two establishments number eleven hundred 
females, If this be true, or true to any large extent, the 
Gladstone-Pacha of the day will have some trouble with his 
budget. If the resources of Turkey were properly handled, aad 
her wealth called into real and practical being, the Padishah's 
Solomonian tendencies might raise no other question than one of 
morals and civilisation ; but in the present state of the finances 
of the empire the personal character of the Sultan becomes matter 
of Eurcpean interest. Sir Henry Bulwer will have to remon- 
strate with his Majesty on the disadvantages of being so very 
impressionable, 

Still we have no politics at home, except such as are drearily 
emitted at agricultural and similar meetings. Mr. Disraeli has, 
however, made a demonstration, but it is only the mild one 
of offering Buckinghamshire a prize of £5 for some bright 
example of meritorious service or labouring skill. Lord Stanley 
has been speaking out manfully and well upon the subject of 
education—a better theme than one of mere politics, and one 
which, if duly dealt with, must ultimately subserve politicians 
in a way too few of them comprehend. It is well to hear a 
man who must inevitably take front rank in public affairs 
express such clearly-defined and enlightened views as those of 
the son of the Earl of Derby. Another election will excite some 
interest in the east of England, the seat of the late Major 
Sibthorp having to be filled up within the next fortnight. 

Our Sovereign, with her family, has returned home. The 
southward journey was broken by an interesting ceremony at 
Edinburgh, The old theatre in the Scottish capital, the build- 
ing at the east end of Princes-street, erected in 1768, and

MUSIC, 


There was a musical formance at EXETER HALL on 
Tvesda aay remar interest both in a moral and an artistic 
point of view. It was given in aid of the funds for the erection of a 
church and for the enlargement of the industrial institutions in the 
Victoria Docks district (known by the name of “ London over the 
Border ”’), under the pastoral care of the Rev. Herman Douglas. This 
district has but lately been thickly inhabited, and owes its population, 
amounting at present to about seven thousand souls, almost entirely 
to the establishment of the Victoria and various manufactories 
in the neighbourhood, The demand for labour is by no means constant ; 
the inhabitants are often left for long periods without the means of 
subsistence from their own earnings, and are consequently exposed to 

destitution. The Rev. Mr. Douglas, the clergyman of the district, 
as laboured with Christian zeal and energy in improving the condition 
of his flock by the endowment of a church and schools, the establish- 
ment of industrial institutions for the instruction of the young. the 
introduction of needlework for women, &c. In his endeavours he has 
obtained much assistance from the public, but a considerable sum (not 
less than £7000) is still wanted for accomplishment of 
these objects. For this a a great musical perform- 
ance was [resorted to, and e.

witting unjustifiable canine-cide by overriding the pack. It is amusing 
also to witness the friendly riv that exists between two neighbour- 
ing masters of hounds and their huntsmen with respect to the number 
of cubs and foxes killed during the season; and when the month of 
May approaches, and “ stinking violets” (as Dick Christian was wont 
to call this early wood flower) remind one that winter sports must 
soon cease, the anxiety as to who shall head the score is as great as it 
is when, at Lord’s cricket-ground, some hard-hitting member of the 
Zingari goes in to hold his wicket for twenty runs; or when a dead 
heat for the Derby or Ascot Cup has to be decided ; or a tie to be shot 
off at Hornsey Wood between the champion of pigeon-shooters, Lord 
Huntingfield, Messrs, Crawfurd, Wi Bateson, Dadley Ward, and 
other crack shots. In this amicable and meritorious emulation the 
huntsman who has the fewest scalps to show consoles himself with 
the idea that, if he cannot boast of quantity, he can of quality; that 
his rival in venery has been more lucky ; and that the brilliant manner 
in which his hounds killed their May fox, after a fine hunting run of 
five-and-fifty minutes, could not be dittoed by his neighbour or any 
other master of foxhounds in the United Kingdom. To look well, a 
pack of hounds should be all nearly of a size, and, if handsome

Nec diversa tamen, qualem decet esse sovorum, 
they are then near perfection. Without symmetrical proportions no" 
hound will run fast or bear much fatigue, His legs should be straigh 
as arrows ; his feet round and not too large; his shoulders back ; hi 
breast rather wide than narrow; his chest deep; his back broad ; his 
head small; his neck thin; his tail thick and bushy. Never breed 
without duly considering the size, shape, colour, constitution, and 
natural disposition of the dog you breed from, as well as the fineness of 
his nose, his stoutness, and method of hunting. Skirters, babblers, and 
rioters should be carefully shunned, or your pack may dwindle to 
a base brood 
Of coward curs, a frantic, vagrant race. 


Breeding should commence as early in the year as possible, January, 
February, and March being the best months. It is generally found 
that late puppies seldom thrive, and the only chance is to put them to 
the best w With regard to entering young hounds, it is advisable 
to do so as soon as possible, As a matter of course, the time 
varies according to the nature of the country. Where wood- 
land exists, cubhunting can scarcely commence too early; 
and, if foxes are plentiful, for the sake of making the young 
hounds steady, they should be taken first where there is least 
riot, putting some of the steadiest of the old hounds amongst them— 
say sixteen or eighteen couple of old ones to six or eight couple 
of young ones. Hounds at their first entering cannot be encouraged 
too much, and it will be wise not to chastise them for doing wrong

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THE CORONATION OF THE KING AND QUEEN 
OF PRUSSIA. 
ENTRY OF THEIR MAJESTIES INTO KONIGSBERG. 

A SPECIAL train arrived on Sunday night at twelve with the King and 
Queen, the Princes and Princesses of the Royal family, and most of 
the personages officially invited to the coronation. At all the principal 
stations from Berlin to Kinigsberg the populations assembled en 
masse to greet the King, and at several others, where, according to the 
programme, no stoppage was to be made, the King ordered the train to 

go more slowly, and the populations followed it as far as they could. 
On Monday morning at an early hour all the population of Kinigs- 
berg was on foot to receive the King and Queen, who passed the night 
in the mansion of Count Dohnna, a few miles from the town. At seven 
o'clock all the bells of the churches rang merry peals. At eight the 
trades’ corporations, in number about 3000, assembled in one of the 
rincipal squares, and proceeded, headed wy a band of music, to the 
Brand anburg gate to await the arrival of the Royal cortége. Within 
the gate, which forms part of the fortified enceinte of the town, was 
erected a triumphal arch, surmounted with gigantic Royal crowns, and 
ornamented with the arms of Prussia and Weimar (the Queen is 
a Princess of that Grand Duchy), and with the inscription, “ Saluta- 
tion aud happiness to the King!” At ten o'clock two stands erected 
near the gates were occupied, one by ladies and the other by members 
of the m ality, and close to them were waiting fifty young ladies 
clad in 2, with scarves of the national colours and crowns of 
flowers on their heads, At about eleven the official deputations went 
to the S rer Palace, a short distance from the town, from which 
their Majesties and the members of the Royal family were to come, 
The representatives of the town having been presented to the King 
and Queen, M. Sperling, the first Burgomaster, in its name, offered 
congrs‘ulations, and the King replied. His Majesty afterwards got on 
horseback, and the cortége set out. It was opened by the tion

THE HONOURS DISTRIBUTED AT KUNIGSBERG, 

The King of Prussia signed at Kinigsberg decrees raising Prince 
Hugo de Hohenlohe-Oehringen to the rank of Duke, and Count Gebbard 
de Blucher Wahlstadt to that of Prince. The King also created two 
Counts and two Barons. Forty-nine other persons received titles of 
nobility ; and among them are the banker Oppenfeld and the coun- 
cillor of commerce Carl, of Berlin. Field M von Wrangel and 
General Prince Radzidvil received the decoration, in diamonds, of the 
Order of the Black Eagle. Forty-seven personsreceived the decoration 
of the first class of the new Order of the Crown; six of the second 
class with the star; three of the second class; and fifty-one of the 
third class, 

KUNIGSBERG. 

The various correspondents who have gone to Kénigsberg to report 
the coronation have sent descriptions of the town which are all more 
or less interesting. We make some extracts. 

“ Konigsberg, though most of its streets are narrow, is a far larger 
place than its population (81,000 at the end of 1859) would argue, 
comprising, as it does, a considerable water surface, a great many 
gardens, and no less than thirty public squares and market-places, 
some of them very spacious. The site of the town is uneven, and in 
parts the ascents are inconveniently steep, a fact to which the par- 
ticularly meagre condition of the hack droschki horses seems mourn- 
fully to testify. Like Rome, it is built on seven hills; it has also seven 
bridges and seven gates, The city itself, however, is by no means 
uninteresting or unpicturesque. It has been sooften besieged and mal- 
treated, partly demolished and again rebuilt, that it presents a curious 
variety of house architecture, comprising specimens of the taste preva- 
lent and of builders’ caprices at almost every period of the last five 
centuries, To the archologist it is decidedly interesting; common- 
place ramblers, especially if pedestrian, might desire the streets rather 
wider and the pavement less painfully uneven. Through the heart of 
the town runs the River Pregel, something more than eighty yards 
across during the greater part of the urban course, and which, when 
nearly halfway through, divides, like the Spree at Berlin, and 
the Reine at Paris, to form an island in the centre of the city; 
but, after uniting, it again separates and ny its way out of the

PRESENTATION OF COLOURS, BUGLES, AND PRIZES 

TO THE LONDON RIFLE BRIGADE, 
THe Lady Mayoress presented on Saturday last a magnificent set of 
regimenta! colours and a pair of silver bugles of great beauty and 
value to the London Rifle Brigade, at the Crystal Palace, in the pre- 
sence of upwards of 10,000 people. The colours, sixteen in number, 
included, among others, a Royal standard and a saluting-flag, bearing 
the initials of the brigade and the well-known civic arms and motto, 
in gold. They are the gift of the Corporation of London, the Court 
of Common Council having some months ago, on the motion of Mr, 
Anderton, a member of their body, unanimously voted a sum of £100 
for the purpose, to mark their sense of the patriotism which at the 
beginning of the volunteer movement led some 1500 of the citizens 
spontaneously to band themselves together with the view to the national 
defence, r%, themselves eventually under the command of his Royal 
Highners the Duke of Cambridge.

CLUMBER HOUSE AND PARK, 

We give from the Sheffield und 
Rotherham Independent some pat- 
ticulars of Clumber, the seat ot his 
Grace the Duke of Newcastle :— 

_ Clumber is a beautiful mansion, 
situated on the bank of the River 
Idle, about four miles beyond 
Worksop. It is by no means an 
ancient ducal residence, having 
— been founded when the Caven- 

ish estates, including Welbeck, 
passed to the Bentincks, The 
park on its present scale of mag- 
nificence was designed and laid 
out about a hundred years ago by 
the ninth Earl of Lincoln, the 
great-grandfather of the present 
owner, and is about a dozen miles 
in circumference. It was origin- 
ally in the more immediate 
neighbourhood of the mansion, 
very flat in surface, with the River 
Idle flowing past, ‘a sluggish and 
er insignificant stream, 
The bed of the river has, however, 
been widened into a lake covering 
more than 100 acres, and the ma- 
terial thus obtained has been — 
ciously used in varying the level 
of the surface of the park, which 
now, though possessing none of the 
boldness of outline of Chatsworth 
P is as lovely a piece of gently 
undulating scenery as can well be 
conceived. 

The house, which is in the Doric 
and Corinthian style of architec- 
ture, adjoins the river at the point 
where it is but beginning to ex- 

d into a Jake, It has three 
ronts, looking west, south, and 
east. The west facade commands 
a beautiful view of the more 
elevated side of the park, in- 
cluding the descent of the river to 
the lake and a superb bridge 
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which crosses it at the distance of nearly half a mile. In the centre 
of the south or principal front is a light Ionic colonnade, which forms 
one of the most pleasing features of the building. This part opens 
upon a terrace extending to the lake, but considerably elevated above 
it, tastefally arranged in walks and flower-beds, the floral beauty of 
which, however, is rapidly fading at the approach of winter. 

The terrace is laid bat in the fialian style, and is adorned with vases

In 1816 Lord 
Conyngham was created Viscount Slane (the restoration of an ancient title 
forfeited in the Rebellion), Earl of Mountcharles, and Marquis a em cg | 
and in 1821 he was made a of the United Kingiom as ster, of 
Minster Abbey, in the county of Kent. He was also a K.P. andG.C.H. He 
died in 1832, and of his two surviving sons by the Marchioness the elder suc- 
ceeded him as Marquis Conyngham, and is the present peer ; and the younger 
(Albert), who took the name of Denison, as heir to his maternal grandfather’s 

t fortune and estates, was created Baron Londesborough, and died in 1860. 

Marchioness had besides these two sons two daughters—one the Countess 
of Aboyne, and the other Lady Somerville, who are both deceased. 


MAJOR-GENERAL HELY, K.H. 

Major-General James Price Hely, K.H., a veteran Peninsular officer, for- 
merly of the 57th Regiment, who died recently at his residence, 8, Norfolk- 
crescent, Bath, in his seventy-seventh year, served as a Captain in the 57th at 
the battle of Albuera, and at Salamanca, Vittoria, Orthes, and various other 
battles, under the Duke of Wellington, and received medals and clasps for 
these services. Major-General Hely was the second son of the late Brigadier-

MAJOR ROBERT JOHN LITTLE. 

Major Little, who died at his residence, Bloomfield, Old Chariton, Kent, on 
the 6th of October, 1861, aged thery Moor years, was a distinguished officer of 
the old war. He entered the Royal Marines as Second Lieutenant on the 4th 
of July, 1803, became a Captain on the 3lst of July, 1826, and retired on the 
29th of November, 1857, after a service of fifty-four years.

THE amusement of bear-baiting, cruel and barbarous as it now appears, 
was undoubtedly one of the most popular diversions of our fore- 
fathers, and not of the commonalty only, for it was patronised by the 
gentry, the nobility, and even by Royalty itself. The most notable 
place for the exhibition of this sport in London was on the Bankside, 
Southwark.
